In trying to analyze the outburst of scandals high ’n 
Administrative life in Washington, which have kept the 
country gasping all winter, there are certain points to be 
remembered. 
One of these is that bribery and corruption, the bar­ 
tering of favors and the selling of influence, have been 
part and parcel of the New Deal ever since it came into 
power. They may be worse now, after eighteen years of 
license, than they were back in the Thirties, when the 
New Deal still counted more ‘‘idealists*’ than five-per­ 
centers, But they are nothing new. 
Crooked administration of public affairs has been 
inevitable from the day the New Deal was born. You 
can't marry political gangsters from the corrupt machines 
with starry-eyed idealists from college campus, and get 
honest, practical common-sense government. You can’t 
sell political favors to special groups like the labor bosses, 
and not have individuals in the government start selling 
favors too. You can't set up a philosophy of government 
that is fraudulent at its foundations— and then expect the 
employes of that government to be honest enough to turn 
down easy money whenever it appears. 
The Roosevelt family set the pace for the Federal 
payroll when they took advantage of easy money and 
influence all up and down the line. President Truman held 
to the same tune when he defended the crooked political 
machine he came from, when he has stood again and again 
between dishonest public servants and an aroused citi­ 
zenry, and when he let his friends blackjack through Con­ 
gress a special-favor tax-free expense allowance that has 
made him one of the wealthiest men (measured by tax- 
paid income) in this tax-burdened nation. 
No, the difference isn’t so much in the number and 
viciousness of the scandals this year, as it is that the Tru- 
manites are losing their grip. They aren't able to clamp 
the lid down like they used to.
